Also at these meetings the 
committee plans to present a complete 
picture covering the essentiality of the 
products of the industry to the War effort.

For Refrigeration Repair Parts 


Shortage of Materials Makes It Impossible 


For Servicemen To Get Parts on Present Ratings 


DETROIT—Refrigeration and air conditioning distributors, 
dealers, and servicemen who do repair and maintenance work 
are being faced with the blunt fact that Order P-126 does not 
provide them with priority ratings high enough to get parts 
needed to keep installed equipment in operation. 

This condition is no one’s fault in particular. The order 
as originally written provided preference ratings which at the 
time seemed adequate to get any needed parts. But during the 
time between the preparation of the order and its being put 
into effect, shortages of materials apparently became more

Supplier Must Get Certified 
Copy of P-126 Certificate 


DETROIT—How Amendment 1 to Emer- 
gency Service Order P-126 affects those 
service concerns who have been granted 
licenses as Emergency Service Agencies is 
outlined in the following recent bulletin from 
a manufacturer: 

“Under Section (e) (1) the order pre- 
viously required two things of the Emergency 
Service Agency before the Agency could use 
the ratings (A-l-a, A-3, and A-8) provided 
by the order (i) that the agency. apply 
to WPB (ii) that the agency shall receive 
back from WPB a serial number.

Cooking Appliance Industry 
Begins Concentration Plan 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The entire cook- 
ing appliance industry, except the electrical 
division, became the guinea pig on July 31 
for the _ first concentration-of-production 
experiment in this country beginning another 
phase in the regimentation of American 
industry under the all-out war effort. 

This experiment involved the complete 
conversion of the large producers to war 
work, the elimination of production in areas 
where labor shortages were acute, and the 
establishment of simplified Victory models

drawn on priorities—so that a rating 
of A-1-k has become in many cases 
the lowest rating under which parts 
are procurable, where once an A-10 
would suffice. 

One commercial refrigeration and 
air conditioning contractor who does 
service work for his customers 
relates the problem as follows: 

“A solenoid valve went bad in a 
restaurant installation. Under P-126 
a preference rating of A-3 is the 
highest that can be assigned to jobs 
of this type. All the sources of 
supply that I contacted declared that 
they must have a rating of A-1-k to 
supply a new solenoid valve. Con- 
sequently this job will have to shut 
down. 

“On another restaurant installation 
all that is needed is a copper con- 
tact button on the starter.. There 
probably isn’t more than 1 ounce of 
copper in this item, but it is impos- 
sible to get a new one without an 
A-1-k rating. 

“Now it might be possible to sort 
of appeal these cases—to put the 
priority application through again 
and ask for a higher rating. But 
it seems to me that such a procedure 
is asking for too much of the 
dealer’s time and effort—to say 
nothing of the delay in making the 
needed repairs—when the obvious 
thing would be to provide some 
method whereby the dealer or his 
supplier could stock and supply the 
items under ratings provided for in 
Order P-126. 

“P-126 doesn’t even provide ade- 
quate protection for the important 
government and industrial applica- 
tions. For example, the highest

When the 
certificate of authority is issued 
there also should be forwarded 
a letter of some recommendation 
to the Gasoline Rationing Board 
instructing them to give sufficient 
quantity of gasoline to the refrig- 
eration man so that he can 
operate. 

I know that you will forward 
this idea to the proper people in 
authority.

Military Exemption List of Copper Order 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Di- 
rector General for Operations of 
WPB on July 30 added a number of 
items to the “Military Exemption 
List’”’ of Copper Conservation Order 
M-9-c, including air conditioning 
equipment, and refrigerators, refrig- 
erating equipment, and associated 
equipment, which items “are added 
to the list until Sept. 1, 1942, pending 
further discussion as to their per- 
manent status: 

Following is the list: 

Bells (for use on shipboard); boxes, 
cans, jars, and other containers (for 
radio and communication equipment); 
chronometer and watch cases; dishwash- 
ing machines; floats for liquid level con- 
trol (for use in aircraft and on board 
ship); furniture hardware (for use within 
magnetic circle on board ship); insect 
screens and screening; lights, lamps, and 
accessories (for use in aircraft and on 
board ship); locks and latches (for use 
on board ship); paint (for ship bottoms 
and flying boat hull bottoms). 

Photographic equipment and _ supplies; 
prescription scales (health supplies); 
reflectors (for use on board ship, in air- 
craft searchlights and recognition lights, 
and in hospital operating room lights and 
therapeutic lights); safety lamps, flame 
(for use on board ship and for use in 
other places where there is danger of 
explosion); shells and caps for electric 
sockets (for use in aircraft and on board 
ship); telescopes; unions and _ union 
fittings (for use on board ship). 

(2) By adding to the “Military 


Exemption List,’ but only for the 
period ending Sept. 1, 1942, the fol- 
lowing items in their alphabetical 
order: 


“Air conditioning equipment”; bakery 
equipment; carbonated beverage dis- 
pensing units for use on board ship 
(functional parts subject to corrosive 
action or which come in contact with 
food only); clock cases; conduits and 
pipe (for radio and communication equip- 
ment); electrical appliances of the fol- 
lowing types: coffee grinders, coffee urns, 
commercial electric ranges, deep fat 
fryers; fans, parts necessary for conduct- 
ing electricity only; fittings for handling 
acetylene, hydrogen, oxygen, and liquefied 
petroleum gas; flashlights; food mixers; 
furniture (for use within magnetic circle 
on board ship). 

Kitchen utensils, devices, and machines; 
laundry equipment (for use on board 
ship); miscellaneous fittings (for use on 
board ship); name, identification, and 
medal plates (for use in aircraft and on 
board ship); plumbing and heating sup- 
plies of the following types: floats, 
hot water heaters, tanks and _ coils 
for hospital, laundry, and bakery projects; 
pins for hinges (for use on board ship); 
printing rollers (for use on board ship). 

Refrigerators, refrigerating equipment, 
and associated equipment; soda fountain 
equipment for use on board ship (func- 
tional parts subject to corrosive action or 
which come in contact with food, only); 
unit heaters, unit ventilators, and con- 
vectors, space or local heaters, and blast 
heating coils or any apparatus using such 
coils as a part of its construction; valve 
handles (for use on board ship). 


Many Dealers Prefer to Rent Refrigerators Rather 
Than Sell Used Models at OPA Ceiling Prices 


DETROIT — Six months rent in 
advance is one of the more favored 
methods of renting used mechanical 
refrigerators being followed by deal- 
ers who prefer to rent, rather than 
sell, used boxes because they would 
have to take a loss if they sold them 
under the OPA Regulation 139. 

There is no law which can prevent 
a dealer from renting refrigerators. 
However, dealers must steer clear of 
“combination”  rental-sales plans, 
whereby purchasers are told that 
they won’t be able to buy second- 


hand refrigerators unless they rent 
one and then purchase the same 
machine several months later. 

The following is a typical rental 
contract on a _ used _ refrigerator. 
Note that “the rentee further agrees 
to pay for any and all repairs made 
upon said refrigerator while in his 
or her possession.” In some con- 
tracts, particularly those in which a 
reconditioning firm has put the used 
boxes into serviceable shape for the 
dealer, the reconditioning firm may 
back up a guarantee on the contract.

Additional Interpretations of 
L-38 Order Issued by Branch 


Questions and Answers Relate Mainly to 
Service and Repair of Ice Cream Cabinets 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A further 
set of questions and answers have 
been prepared by the Air Condition- 
ing and Refrigeration Branch in 
response to queries with respect to 
General Limitation Order’ L-38, 
which controls the production and 
distribution of air conditioning and 
refrigeration equipment. 


1. Q. Where a company engaged 
in the manufacture of ice cream, 
which furnishes ice cream cabinets, 
soda fountains, or other refrigerating 
equipment to the retail dealers selling 
its ice cream, has extra equipment 
of that type on hand but not in use, 
and desires to repair or recondition 
it for possible future installation, 
must such company obtain a prefer- 
ence rating certificate of A-9 or 
higher in order to use parts already 
in its possession for that purpose? 

A. Yes. Manufacturers of ice 
cream for resale, and bottlers of 
carbonated beverages, who _ install 
such equipment for their retail out- 
lets, whether as a loan, sale, or other- 
wise, must comply with L-38 not 
only with respect to complete equip- 
ment but also with respect to repair 
parts. A rating of A-9 or higher, 
obtained in accordance with L-38, is 
therefore necessary before a manu- 
facturer of ice cream can use repair 
parts, even through they are in his 
possession. Any such manufacturer 
or bottler who considers that com- 
pliance with the order would work 
an exceptional and _ unreasonable 
hardship upon him may apply for 
relief, by appeal, in the manner pro- 
vided in paragraph (k) of L-38. 

2. Q. May component parts of 
the items listed in subparagraph 
(e) (1) of L-38 be used for non- 
emergency repair work except pur- 
suant to such a rating of A-9 or 
higher? 


A. No. Such parts may be 


used for emergency repair service 


only, in the absence of such a rating. 
The fact that such parts may have 
been in possession of the company 
when the order, or existing amend- 


ments, became effective is im- 
material. 
3. Q. If a repair part for non- 


emergency repair or reconditioning 
work could be obtained by an A-10 
rating under P-100, would such ice 
cream company still have to apply 
for and obtain a rating of A-9 or 
higher before it could use _ such 
repair parts? 

A. Yes. Under L-38 repair 
parts can be used only for emergency 
repair service or to fill a Preferred 
Order. How the parts are acquired 
is of no consequence. 


4. Q. If the repair parts were in 
the company’s possession before 
Order L-38 became effective, can 
such parts be now used to convert a 
soda fountain from a “brine” to a 
“dry” unit, without first obtaining a 
rating of A-9 or higher? 

A. No. Such conversion would 
not be necessary for emergency re- 
pair service, and could not be under- 
taken. It would be immaterial 
whether or not the equipment in 
question might be of a type listed in 
subparagraph (e) (1) of Order L-38 
or how long the parts may have been 
in the company’s possession. 

5 Q. Can a manufacturer of ice 
cream cabinets deliver a cabinet to 
a prospective customer who has 
filled out form PD-1A and has 
obtained a rating of A-9 or better? 


You will note, we say cabinet 
manufacturer, not dealer or dis- 
tributor. 


A. A manufacturer of ice 
cream cabinets under Order L-38 as 
amended may deliver a cabinet to a 
prospective customer (but not to a 


© 


dealer or distributor) who has filled 
out form PD-1A and who has ob- 
tained a rating of A-9 or higher. 
It should be understood, however, 
that a manufacturer of ice cream 
cabinets may produce cabinets only 
on a direct order for the Army, 
Navy, or Maritime Commission, and 
then only until Aug. 13, 1942. 


6. Q. Referring to Paragraph B, 
sub-paragraph 8, in Amendment No. 
1, under the heading of “Emergency 
Repair Service.” Is this paragraph 
taken to mean that if an ice cream 
manufacturer has an old cabinet at 
a dealer’s, which is still operating, 
he cannot replace it with a new 
cabinet as long as the old one is 
functioning properly? Can he antici- 
pate its being worn out or must he 
actually wait until the cabinet breaks 
down ? 

A. Ice cream cabinets in the 
hands of an ice cream manufacturer, 
as of June 18, 1942, are free from 
the restrictions of L-38 and can be 
sold to anyone at any time as a 
replacement or in addition to a new 
cabinet. The term “Emergency 
Repair Service’ as defined in para- 
graph (B-8), and as used in para- 
graph (E-3) of L-38 as amended 
restricts the sale of repair parts 
only and not of a complete ice cream 
cabinet. 


Surplus of Carbon Tet 


Eases Restrictions 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A _ tempo- 
rary surplus of carbon tetrachloride 
for which storage facilities are in- 
adequate resulted today in easing of 
restrictions on its use. The Director 
General for Operations issued 
Amendment No. 1 to Order M-41 
which doubles the quantity certain 
users may consume between now and 
Sept. 30. 

Users are those to which a B-2 
rating is assigned.

Refrigeration Repair Parts Threatened 
By Priority Ratings Too High To Free 
Materials Needed in Manufacturing

priority available for emergency re- 
pair parts to avert a ‘threatened 
breakdown’ of equipment on govern- 
ment or industrial jobs is an A-3. 
Thus, if in any one of several jobs 
that we have in which refrigeration 
is vital to War production I should 
see that some part would soon need 
replacing to avert a breadown, I 
would have to violate the terms of 
P-126 and claim that it had already 
broken down—because in that case 
I could get an A-1l-a, where other- 
wise a rating of only A-3 is assigned 
to avert a ‘threatened breakdown.’ 
And I don’t like to violate the letter 
of any law or order issued by the 
United States government.” 

Another good case is made in a 
letter to WPB officials by the 
Illinois Electric Works, a motor re- 
building firm in East St. Louis. A 
copy of this letter was sent to the 
NEws, and it says in part: 

“The matter about which we write 
you is a very small percentage of 
our business, but we are writing be- 
cause we cannot appreciate the utter 
waste of usable equipment for the 
lack of a small item which has a 
wholesale value of merely 26 cents. 

“The point we are trying to make 
clear is namely this. Our customers 
bring into our shop %-hp. motors 
to be repaired. These motors have 
a value of $22.50 new. In many in- 
stances it is necessary that we use 
a part valued at 62 cents to repair 
these motors. Our stock at the 
present time is depleted of this 
particular part and the factory re- 
fuses to make shipment unless they 
have an A-1-j rating. 

“At the present time when a 
grocery store has trouble with a 
motor of this size, we must tell him 
we cannot repair his motor and that 
he must either obtain an A-1-j 
rating or purchase a new motor. 
We have reached the point where 
we do not have any new motors in 
stock so frankly speaking, the situa-

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tion is serious in view of the fact 
that the retail grocer is unable to 
keep meats and vegetables in his 
refrigerator because he is unable to 
obtain an item which is valued at 
26 cents.” F 

Manufacturers of replacement 
parts, particularly those who _ use 
such materials as copper, stainless 
steel, etc., are in most cases trying 
to do what they can under the pres- 
ent regulations to alleviate the 
situation. By making special appli- 
cation (generally on Form PD-426) 
they are sometimes permitted to 
process part of what inventories of 
such vital metals as they might 
have on hand. Then to play safe, 
they are likely to send any preference 
ratings lower than A-1-k to the 
WPB in Washington before filling 
orders for such parts as are made. 
This is done on a piecemeal basis, 
and takes so much time that a job 
might be down for a month before a 
part could be obtained. 


Cooking Appliance 
Industry Used in 
Concentration Plan

for those companies allowed to con- 
tinue production. 

The War Production Board order 
set up three classes of manufacturers 
as follows: 

Class A—Those whose _ factory 
sales for the year ended June 30, 1941 
totaled $2,000,000 or more. 

Class B—Those whose _ factory 
sales in the same period totaled less 
than $2,000,000 and who are situated 
in labor shortage areas. 

Class C—Those whose _ factory 
sales totaled less than $2,000,000 and 
who are not situated in labor short- 


age areas. 
Class A, comprising the larger 
companies, has been compelled to 


convert entirely to war work. Class 
B must either convert to war work 
or stop production. Class C is 
allowed to continue production of 
stripped lightweight models. 

Of the 245 organizations affected 
by the order, 92 companies stopped 
production of cooking and heating 
stoves yesterday and the balance 
went on the victory model basis. 


Only one model of a _ permitted 
range may be turned out by a 
manufacturer and the weight of iron 
and steel used must not exceed 70% 
of the average weight of iron and 
steel per unit produced during the 
base period. 

Quite a few of the large producers 
compelled to convert to war work and 
those in scarce labor areas have ap- 
pealed for stays for 30 to 60 days. 
However, the attitude among most 
makers is that under the circum- 
stances, they cannot complain. 


The plan is being followed with 
great interest by other industries, 
because the “nucleus plant” program 
is expected to be extended to at least 
a dozen industries.

before the agency may use the 
ratings (iii) that the agency must 
show to a supplier to whom the 
agency extends the ratings, his cer- 
tificate received from WPB or 
‘a properly authenticated copy’ of 
such certificate. This, in our 
opinion, means that even though you 
have applied for and received your 
serial number (and some agencies 
have received their certificates) you 
cannot extend the ratings to us until 
you have done one of the following:

Standards Association to 
Work with WPB, OPA 
On New Developments 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Develop- 
ment of standards which will save 
materials, make fuller use of the 
nation’s production facilities, and 
make price control more effective by 
pegging price to quality will be 
spurred by a new contract between 
the government and the American 
Standards Association, War Produc- 
tion Board Chairman Donald M. 


Nelson and Price Administrator 
Leon Henderson announced last 
week. 


Mr. Nelson has referred to the 
importance of standardization and 
simplification in connection with the 
program to concentrate civilian pro- 
duction, being studied by WPB. 
Used in this way, standards can help 
conserve resources of materials, 
manpower, production, and distribu- 
tion for essential war purposes. 

Under the terms of the contract, 
the American Standards Association 
will develop emergency standards in 
connection with WPB and OPA war- 
time supply and price control meas- 
ures and will be reimbursed by the 
government for the actual cost of 
the work involved. The contract is 
limited to $90,000 in any one fiscal 
year; $60,000 is to be provided by 
WPB and the remaining $30,000 
by OPA. 

The increasing importance of 
standards for pegging the price of 
goods to their quality has been 
pointed out recently by Mr. Hender- 
son in connection with the enforc- 
ment of price control. OPA’s most 
recent action of this kind was its 
order forbidding reduction in the size 
or quality of soap. 

The contract with the ASA em- 
phasizes the policy of both the OPA 
and the WPB on using existing 
specialized agencies in their work. 
The National Bureau of Standard 
has greatly increased its wartime 
research, testing, and standards 
activities in cooperation with the 
war agencies. The new contract 
enables the ASA, the most impor- 
tant standardizing agency outside 
the government, to enter more com- 
pletely into the war effort. 


The ASA is a federation of 77 
national technical and trades asso- 
ciations and government depart- 
ments. Among the 10 governmental 
members are the Army, the Navy, 
the Department of Commerce of 
which the National Bureau of 
Standards is a part, and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. American 
standards are developed through the 
work of hundreds of committees com- 
prising over 3,000 specialized techni- 
cal experts representing manufac- 
turers, distributors, and civilian and 
industrial consumers. 

The ASA has been actively en- 
gaged in developing standards for 
war use since early in the defense 


* program. Emergency standards for 


gas ranges and hot water heaters 
have been developed at the request of 
WPB. A series of three standards 
for quality control in mass produc- 
tion which were developed at the 
request of the War Department are 
now in extensive use by both govern- 
ment and industry.

Outlined by Knighton 


PURPOSE 

This is a physical manifestation of the desire, willingness, 
and ability of the Refrigeration and Air Conditioning Industry 
to contribute materially to the winning of the war through the 
medium of CONSERVATION. It is a voluntary movement with 
the complete endorsement of the War’ Production Board. 

The attainment of the objectives of this Program is 
essential and will become a great contribution to our national 
war effort. 

It will also be of inestimable value to the Industry by 
providing a unity of purpose which, in turn, will bring about a 
unity of action and an understanding of our mutual problems— 
all resulting in a self-disciplined industry prepared to progress 
and serve the nation during the post-war period. 

SCOPE 

The only purpose of this Program is that of CONSER- 
VATION and, as such, it will embrace all activities considered 
essential to our war program. 

The conservation of critical materials will be handled on 
an advisory basis directly through the principal departmental 
functions of the Industry, such as: 

Product Design Application Service 

Production Installation Maintenance 

The conservation of manpower and manufacturing facilities 
is of utmost importance and a brief survey of these two subjects 
brings to light the urgency of an immediate effort to highlight 
the essentiality of the products of this industry in the 
production of implements of war and in the preservation of 
food stuffs and other materials for the armed forces as well 
as essential civilian requirements. 

The trend, during the past six months as to usage in the 
above classifications, has been on a sharp increase, while the 
trend of manufacturing facilities has been on the decrease. A 
forecast of possible future requirements of the products of this 
Industry based upon changes in the food processing and 
distribution pattern along with the scientific development of 
synthetic materials to replace basic raw materials and which 
require controlled temperatures in the processing of such 
synthetic materials contributes to the immediate need for a 
factual study of these conditions so that required manpower 
and manufacturing facilities will be available on a conservative 
usage basis.

2. Consumers may obtain home 
canning allowance of sugar to be 
used in the preparation of fruits 
in the home and taken to a locker 
plant for freezing. 

3. Consumers may not obtain 
sugar under home canning pro- 
vision if sugar is intended to be 
delivered separately to locker 
plant operator to be used by him 
in preparing fruits for freezing.
